I "beg  to  present  my  annual  Report  on  the  sanitary  conditions 
and  state  of  the  public  health  in  the  Painscastle  Rural  District  for 
the  year  1950. 

In  preparation  of  this  report  I have  endeavoured  to  deal 
"briefly  with  all  matters  within  my  responsibility  regarding  public 
health  and  preventive  medicine  and  have  included  all  the  subjects 
specifically  requested  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  in  Circular 
li.2/50  (Wales)

SECTION  2_._  GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

Public  Health  Officers  There  was  no  change  in  the  public  health 
officers  during  the  year.  Hr.  G.G. Evans  remained  as  your  San.itary 
Inspector. 

Laboratory  Pacilitico  Luring  the  year  laboratory  facilities  were 
available  at  HorefoTvL  Aberystwyth  and  Brecon,  All  water  samples 
were  sent  to  bho  Public  Analyst  for  the  County  at  Hereford  and 
Brecon,  whilst  any  irvos  r.igation  required  in  the  control  of 
infectious  disease  wore  performed  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Hereford.  All  milk:  sampling  was  done  by  the  Public  Health 
laboratory  at  Hereford-, 

Ambulance  Pacilitios  As  a result  of  the  new  National  Health  Service 
Ac t , iy 4 6 , c or ta m changes  were  operative  in  the  arrangements  existing 
for  the  conveyance  of  sick  persons  in  the  district.  The  County  Council 
were  responsible  for  the  provision  of  an  ambulance  service  and  made 
use  of  the  existing  St.  John’s  Ambulance  for  general  use  while 
ambulances  from  Merthyr  and  Hereford  Isolation  Hospitals  conveyed 
patients  suffering  from  infectious  disease  to  Hospital. 

Home  Nursing  Under  the  now  Health  Act  the  County  Council  were 
responsible  for  the  provision  of  homo  nursing  facilities. The  nurses 
previously  partly  employed  by  various  district  nursing  associations 
wore  whole  timo  employees  of  the  County  Council,  and  district 
nursing  associations, as  such, ceased  to  function. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics 
administered  by  the  County  TJouncil,  the  nearest  is  at  Llandrindod 
Wells,  some  27  miles  away.  Ant o -natal  clinics  and  facilities  for 
the  treatment  of  minor  ailments,  immunisation,  dental,  orthopaedic 
and  eye  defects  are  also  available. 

Hospitals . The  hospital  needs  of  the  residents  of  the  district  for 
all  diseases,  apart  from  infectious  disease,  are  provided  for  at 
Hereford  Hospital,  A fow  cases  are  admitted  at  Brecon  and  Llandrindod, 
Por  the  treatment  of  cases  of  smallpox  arrangements  have  been  made 
by  the  County  Council  with  Aberdaro  for  bods  at  the  Pedw  Hir  Hospital. 

Bis info obi on  In  the  main  tho  methods  used  for  any  required 
disinfection  have-  boon  fumigation  and  spraying.  In  the  main  current 
disinfection  is  advisc-d. 


SECTION  3 MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

Thoso  services  are  administered  by  tho  County  Council  and  include 
clinics  for  maternity  and  child  welfare,  immunisation,  dental. 
Orthopaedic  and  eye  treatment  and  for  expectant  mothers;  provision 
is  also  made  for  free  and  cheap  rate  milk  and  medicinal  foods. 

The  supervision  of  midwives,  child  life  protection  and  the  care  of 
premature  and  illegitimate  infants  is  also  the  responsibility  of 
tho  County  Council. 


SECTION  4.  SAN  TT/.P,Y  0IRCUH3TANCES 

I cm  vALubted  to  your  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  reports  on  water 
supplies,  sewerage  and  workings  of  the-  Paotorios  Act  which  are 
included  in  this  section  of  the  report.  Water  has  been  satisfactory 
ir.  quantity  during  the  year  for  thoso  dwellings  below  tho  500  ft. 
contour  but 'most  unsatisfactory  for  tho  majority  of  dwellings  above 
this  height.' 
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The  scheme  previously  submitted  by  the  Consulting  Engineer 
mvas  advanced  during  the  year  but  real  progress  is  very  slow. 


WATER  REPORT 

(a)  Boughrood  Parish 

Sigh,;  houses  in  the  vicinity  of  Boughrood  bridge  draw 
water  from  the.Llyswen  supply.  The  r^rMnrg  houses  have  private 
supplies.  In  tunes  of  dr  ought  the  <£ua.rr.'  'y  is  insufficient  and  the 
quality  ' suspicious * , A scheme  for  impu. ving  this  supply  was  put  forward 
during  the  year  and  this  i/ill  make  more  water  available,  I sincerely 
hope  that  the  scheme  known  as  the  Bostin  will  mature  in  the  very 
near  future. 


0>)  Bryngwyn  Parish 

The  Council  own  one  small  water  supply  in  this  parish 
The  extension  of  the  water  mains  to  the  hamlet  of  Ehosgoch  was 
completed  in  early  1949.  In  times  of  drought  this  parish  suffers 
greatly  both  from. domestic  and  agricultural  needs  and  your  Consulting 
Engineer  has  submitted  a scheme  which  will  satisfy  the  whole  needs 
of  the  perish. 


(c)  Clyro  Parish 

The  parish  has  one  water  supply  which  serves  some  37 
properties;  19  cottages  are  served  from  standpipes  and  25  othor 
properties  have  the  water  laid  on.  The  supply  v^as  laid  down  some 
45  y^ai s ago  and  for  many  years  the  maintenance  has  been  carried 
out  by  Clyro  Court  Estate ; the  whole  scheme  has  been  offered  to  the 
Council  and  it  is  hepped  that  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  will  sanction 
the  transfer.  Ii  this  is  done  much  needed  improvements  can  bo  carried 
out  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  w ater.  The  quantity  has  been  found 
to  bu  sufficient,  for  the  needs  of  the  village  if  supervision  is 
regularly  maintained  in  the  late  summer  and  autumn  months;  there  is 
more  water  going  to  waste  than  is  being  used;  and  should  this  water 
be  brought  in uo  use  it  will  be  sufficient  for  any  development  in 
Clyro  for  the  next  twenty  years.  The  other  100  dwellings  in  the  parish 
have  private  supplies  ranging  from  open  shallow  wells  to  small 
piped  supplies. 


(d)  Glasburv  Parish. 

In  this  parish  there  arc  94  cottages  of  which  some  49  havo 
water  laid  on  from,  the  Council's  mains.  During  the  year  no  shortage 
^nv3a^cr oxpcriencod.  The  other  45  cottages,  together  with  19 
aTm  dwellings  are  served  by  small  shallow  wells,  pumps  or  small 
privato  supplies.  Water  from  the  shallow  vt/olls  has  to  bo  carried  from 
j-jstanoos  varying  from  20  to  400  yards.  During  the  year  the  water  to 
the  Elementary  School  was  completed  thereby  giving  a satisfactory 
supply  to  the  Scnool  and  School  House..  In  the  ca.se  of  severe  drought 
one  domestic  needs  suffer  much  more  than  the  agricultural  needs. 


(°)  Llanbodr “Pains castlo  Parish 

^ x ddi s ^ parish  has  one  small  supply  serving  three  farms  and 

six  cottages  and  the  other  properties  havo  small  shallow  wells  and 
small  pipou.  supplies.  In  times  of  drought  both  domestic  and  agricultural 
neons  are  seriously  handicapped.  The  only  suitable  source  which  can 
serve  unis  parish  is  Llanbwchllyn  Lake. 

(f)  LLindowifach  Pari  sh 

, .This  parish  has  no  piped  supply  and  in  times  of  drought 
+ domestic  need  is  greater,  since  the  agricultural  need  is  easily 

tv  Dymlnc  riVGr*  Tni3  Parish  can  be  easily  supplied  from  Llanbwchllyn 
uda-j . ±noro  arc-  3 cottages  and  15  farms  in  the  parish. 


(g)  Llandi lo -Graban  Parish 

This  parish  has  three  piped  supplies,  and  one  of  these 
s ItT1  onG  rs  30  defective  it  could  bo  easily  written  off.  The 

remaining  properties  have  sma.ll  shadlow  wells  and  are  all  subject  to 
gross  pollution.  This  parish  can  bo  supplied  from  Llanbwchllyn  lake, 
mere  are  17  cottages  and  30  other  dwellings  in  the  parish. 
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£i)  Plans tcphan  Parish 

This  parish  has  28  dwellings  and  12  arc  served  "by  a private 
supply  laid  on  to  each  house.  The  remaining  dwellings  have  similar 
supplies  as  mentioned  Ln  the  other  parishes.  This  parish  could  he 
easily  supplied  from  Llanbwohllyn  Lake. 

(i)  LI owes  Parish. 

The  uouiici  1 has  a small  undertaking  in  this  parish  and 
serves  the  hamlet  of  Howes.  The  mains  do  not  allow  v/ater  to  roach 
the  proposed  new  Housing  Site  and  it  is  proposed  to  lay  a 2 inch 
main  from  the  reservoir  direct  to  the  site.  The  remaining  properties 
in  the  parish  are  served  hy  shallow  wells  and  open  streams  and  the 
majority  are  subject  to  gross  pollution. 

Water  Sampling 

Luring  the  year  45  samples  from  various  sources  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  the  results  were

Monthly  collections  were  given  in  the  parishes 
of  Llandi lo-Graban  ITLanbedr-Painscastle  and  Bryngwyn.  All  refuse 
is  tipped  by  the  control  method  at  Clyro.

until  means  of  such  a service  could  be  entirely  divorced  from 
the  economies  involved. 


Housing  Act  1949. 

This  Act  received  Royal  Assent  in  July  1949.  Under  the  Act 
you  are  the  authority  for  administrate  g the  Grants  and  Roans  which 
are  permitted  thereunder. 

Under  Section  1 of  the  Act  limitations  under  previous 
Housing  Acts  are  removed  by  reference  bo  the  "working  classes0  and 
this  means  it  is  tho  duty  of  the  Housing  Authority  to  consider  the 
housing  conditions  and  needs  of  all  the  inhabitants  and  brings  all 
houses  under  provisions  of  Part  II  of  the  Housing  Act  1936  to  include 
all  persons,  where  displaced,  under  Part  III  of  the  Housing  Act  1936 
to  extend  so  as  as  to  include  all  persons,  the  re-housing  obligation 
imposed  by  Section  137  ofahd  the  eleventh  schedule  of  the  Housing 
Act  1936. 

It  also  lays  down  a standard  for  the  improved  dwellings 
which  may  be  eligible  for  the  Improvement  Grant,  which  must  not 
exceed  one  half  of  the  approved  expense  up  to  a maximum  of  £600, 
which  may  be  exceeded  where  the  buildings  involved  are  of 
architectural  or  historic  interest. 

Ho  applications  for  Grant  were  received  during  the  yean. 

The  present  yearly  licensing  "coiling  figure"  allowed 
by  the  ministry  of  Tforks  for  this  district  is  inadequate  and 
application  should  be  made  to  the  Ministry  for  this  figure  to  bo 
increased  to  allow  property  owners  to  take  full  advantage  of  tho  Act. 

Council  Housing  Programme 

Owing  to  the  complete  cessation  of  building  operations 
during  the  war  years  the  housing  shortage  was  acute.  There  was  no 
appreciable  difference  in  the  housing  conditions  in  the  district 

during  year. 

Pour  new  houses  were  erected  in  the  year  at  Glasbury. 

Much  concern  must  be  felt  for  the  lack  of  builders  coming  forward  to 
build  Pauses  in  the  rural  districts,  for  this  reason  no  tender  was 
submitted  for  the  proposed  houses  at  Al owes. 


SECTION  6.  IU3PECTI0H  AMD  SUPERVISION  OP  POOP . 

Milk  Gn  1st.  October  1949  the  Milk  & Dairies  Act  1944  came  into 

operation  and  under  this  Act  tho  licensing  of  producers  and  the 
supervision  of  milk  producers  became  the  responsibility  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  & fisheries.  The  Council  is  now  left  only 
with  the  licensing  and  control  of  distributors.
